Fanatics Make Mountain Trip 


The Hard Way 


If you 
like travel writing with 


plenty of sound fact, including geo- 
logical 
observations, 
packed into 


every adventurous mile, you can do 
10 better than read "The Throne ol 
rjods" by Arnold Hcim and August 
Gansscr (Macmillian $5). This is the 
record of a remarkable expedition to 
Lhc central Himalayas, Ncpeal and Ti- 
bet, replete with 220 photographs many 
taken at extremely high altitudes. The 
authors explored Kailas, holiest moun- 
tain in the world. Excerpted 
here 


briefly is their story of the circui 
of Kailas at 18,00 feet. 


The abundance of cairns gives the 


place its peculiar stamp. Almost every 
one who goes by erects his own earn 
for which purpose, since stones an 
scarce, he often has to rob previous 
structures. A white. stone 
usually 


crowns the little edifice. 


The more fanatical of the pilgrims 


make the circuit of the mountaii 
crawling thus achieving the highes 
degree of spiritual purification. Her 
is a description of the actual process 
With hands crossed, the pilgrim pros 
trales himself. Then, wearing glove 
armoured with metal plates, he make 
a scratch as far ahead as he ca 
reach. Rising erect at the point wher 
his feet are, he strides to the scratch 
mark—the length of the body wit 
arms outstretched—prostrates hinisc] 
once more, and repeats the process 
Thus performed, the circuit of th 
mountain takes about three weeks 


Several times we overtook such fa 


natics, once just below the past, 
Among them were two Tibetan wome 
who would occasionally drop froi 
sheer fatigue, lying half-dead for 
while, and then resume their laboriou 
pilgrimage. In one place a roarin 
brook poured across the granite bloc 
but even here the pious routine wa. 
not in least interrupted.
